THE TRIAL YESTERDAY, 


BEACH’S ARGUMENT. 
MRS. TILTON’S CONFESSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Ton, June 15.—Mr. Beach con- 
tinued his argument ia behalf of Mr. Til- 
ton in the great trial to-day. No reference 
was made in court to the Heralds story 
about the scene in Mr. Tilton's house witnessed 
by two uphoisterers, and the buying of prussic 
acid by Mr. Beecher of George Lees, a druggist, 
in 1871. Not much confidence is felt m* the 
narrative, and itis not thought any notice will 
be taken of it unless by defendant's counsel. 
Mr. Beach occupied a good share of the morning 
session in reading the law bearing 
The principal feature of the day’s argument was 
the effort to prove that, under the law, the paper 
taken by Mr. Tilton to the interview with Mr. 
Beecher on the night of Dec. 30, and called the 
wife's written confession, and subsequently re- 
tracted, must be looked upon by the jury asa 
confession. It has been promised that Mr. 
Beach will finish by recess on Thursday, but it 
seems likely he will talk until Friday night. I» 
this event, Judge Neilson will probably charge 
the jury on Saturday.

ONCE MORE TO THE BREACH. 

New Tonk, June 15.— The Brooklyn City 
Court-room was again filled this morning, and 
the audience included many ladies. The plain- 
tiff, Mr. Beach, and ex-Judge Fullerton were in 
their places before the jury took their seats. 
The defendant was absent when the court was 
opened, but was represented by his wife and his 
brother Edward. 

Mr. Beach, at five minutes after 11 o'clock, 
continued his address. He referred to the West 
charges, in which Mr. Tilton had been arraigned 
forpianderivg his pastor. Then, said couneel, 
followed the Council of the Churoh, in which 
Mr. Tilton toog no part, owing to the request of 
Beecher that he should not doso. There was a 
remarkable letter in this connection, written bv 
Beecher to Moulton, dated March 25, 1874. Ip 
it Beecher says that the course pursued by Dr. 
Storrs was 

AN UNSPEAKABLE OUTRAGE; 
that the professions of friendship advanced by 
Dr. Storrs were hollow and insincere, and that 
he wast a goad Tilton into attacking him 
(Beecher). This letter clearly showed tbe jury 
the state of mind Beecher wasin. Why did he 
dread the appearance of Tilton before the Coun- 
oil? He was afraid of any investigation being 
made which would disclose the relations be heid 
with the Tilton family. Counsel had spoken to 
them before about the Bacon letter, and he read 
to them a portion of Tutou's cross-examination 
in reference to that letter. The evidence in 
question tended y> show that Tilton had written 
the letter for the purpose of 
VINDICATING MIS WIFE AND FAMILY. 

The jury couid see under what circumstances 
the Bacon letter was written. Dr. Bacon had 
given birth to all the epithets used against Til- 
ton on this trial. He called him a knave 
and a dog, and, instead of being this, he was 
acting with N and generosity toward 
Beecher, as the latter's letters will show. Could 
not Beecher have stated then what he did before 
the Church Investigating Committee, that he 

Tilton) was not a knave and a dog, and that Dr. 
con was suffering from misapprehension? If 
he had done so, there would have been no Bacon 
letter and no disturbance, and there would have 
been no appeal to the public by Theodore Tilton. 
All these things arose from tue cowardice of 
Henry Ward Beecher. Then followed the In- 
vestigating Committee called by Beecher shortly 
after the publication of the Bacon letter.

Beecher. We put Bowen on the stand with this 
paper standing on record. Theodore Tilton de- 
ail contradiction, and Bowen was not asked 
by the other side whether he was not the author 
of the demand, whether he did not promise to 
sustain this demand, and whetber he did not 
promise friendship to Beecher. Why was not 
Oliver Johnson asked about this? This omis- 
sion on the part of the defendant was the bigb- 
est testimonial which could be given to Tilton's 
integrity.

THE DECLARATION OF PEACE. 
The railroad men in this city are greatly re- 


joiced at the prospect of the speedy settlement 


more & Ohio Railroads. There is no doubt that 
the agreement made in New York will be rati- 
fied by the two roads to which it was referred. 
The rates on frei¢hts and passengers will be 
gradually restored to ante-bellum figures. A 
radical change cannot be made at once, as such 
action would greatly disturb business, especially 
considering the still depressed condition of 
trade. Besides, the companies have entered into 
contracts which must be carried out, and rates 
est®blished independent of such contracts would 
be an unfair discrimination as amongst shippers. 
The companies will probably await the coming 
of the harvest and the natural increase of the 
fall trade before attempting a revision of tariffs. 
The procees will then be natural. 

In the meanwhile people are taking advantage 
of the present low rates and laying in a stock of 
cheap tickets to the East. The Baltimore & 
Ohio Company's office was crowded all day yes- 
terday with people anxious to buy tickets. The 
tickets of this ee oe are not limited, and 
hence they can be held tor the purpose of specu- 
lation. Those over the other lines are limited 
to three days and can only de used by people 
who want to travel at once. It is probable, how- 
ever, that the present low rates will continue 
for some time, and when a raise is made it 
will not be to the old figures. The gen- 
eral impression is that the passenger 
rate to New York will mg | be settled 
upon at $20 instead of $22 as before the war, 
and to other pone in proportion: The freight 
rates will probabiy be fixed on the basis of 35 
cents to Baltimore, which would make the rate 
to New York 40 cents.

The 
millions Of bushels of grasshoppers which have 
passed in these days, going as swift as the wind, 
are something for the curious to think of. 
Where they may light, and who are to be the 
next sufferers, is a matter of serious import. 


NEBRASKA, 

Oman, June 15.—The city is full of grasshop- 
pers, stragglers from the vast army which was 
Aying over yesterday. Private gardens, fruit 
trees and all sorts of vegetation have suffered to 
a great extent. Herald specials to-night from 
the principal portions of the State say the grass- 
hoppers are passsing over northward, doing little 
or no damage as yet. The crops are the finest 
ever known.

were, we know, nothing but the illogical 
ravings of reckless men seeking notoriety as 
agitators. Nevertheless, there is a class of 
foreigners in this city, composed of 
those who do not speak or read 
English, who have come here from 
Bohemia and Poland and other places 
in Europe, and who have the most ignorant 
and extraordinary notions of what constitutes 
freedom in a free country. Last year these 
persons insisted that it was the duty of the 
Government to provide for them and their 
families by donations from the City Treasury ! 
and generally. maintained that laws which 
protected property in the hands of one man 
While others had no property, were tyrannical 
and despotic. The recent agitation among 
the Communists was inspired by the coal- 
shovelers’ strike. That strike was caused by 
the refusal of the coal-dealers to pay $7 a day 
for raw labor when they could get plenty of 
it for $3 a day. The strikers then undertook 
by violence to drive those who had been glad 
to go to work away from the coal-yards, but 
were prevented in so doing by the interfer. 
ference of the city police. Herein is a dou- 

ble grievance,—first, the refusal of the coal- 
dealers to pay $7 a day instead of $3; and, 
second, the interference of the police to pre- 
vent the murder of those who offered to 
shovel coal at a lower rate of wages than the 
rioters demanded. 

What do the Communists want? Let us 
take the coal-heavers as an illustration. For 
each man refusing to shovel coal at less than 
$7 per day there were half-a-dozen men who 
were anxious to go to work at $8 per day. 
The law, without interfering at all in the 
question of wages, did interpose to protect 
those who were at work from the violence of 
those who refused to work. The demand of 
these men was, that the law should have in- 
terfered tocompel the employer to pay the 
$7 per day and compel the other six men to 
remain idle. This is strange logic from an 
organization professing to be in the interests 
of workingmen. 

The cost of producing any article meas- 
ures, to a great extent, the price at which it 
may be sold, and the price regulates the 
amount that is consumed. There are, 
it is said, ten thousand men out of 
employment in this city. These men, a 
large proportion of whom were farm-hands 
in their native country, refuse to take home- 
steads which are offered them without cost ; 
they refuse to go into the agricultural dis- 
tricte where they can find constant employ- 
ment and raise their families free of the 
temptations, corruptions, and evils of large 

They flock to the cities where there 


employment ; where the cost of living is high ; 
and where wages for unskilled labor is of 
necessity comparatively low. They prefer to 
abide in these cities, with the precarious 
chances for employment, and where they so 
congregate that there is a surplus of 10,000 
more than there is employment for; they 
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countries with crude notions of unlicensed 
liberty ; they are possessed of the idea that 
a free country belongs equally to the idle and 

to the spendthrift and the 


artisan. They insist that the aécumulations 
of the thrifty and saving belong alike to 
everybody, and that there should be no ex- 
elusive property in anything, but a universal 
partnership in everything. They have no 

grievance about wages, because 
they do not propose to work: they take the 
occasion of a strike to urge the discontented 


their speeches at 
Sunday last reproved the coal-heavers, 
insisting that they should have scuttled 
sunk the coal-laden vessels before they 
tered the harbor, and thus avenged their 
wrongs upon the coal-dealers by destroying 
the property. This argument, of course, was 
a general one. Its inevitable conclusion was, 
that where the property of one class was 
withheld from another class, then the latter 
should destroy that property. Unless the 
coal-heavers were given the full share of other 
men’s coal reaching Chicago which they de- 
manded, they should take steps to prevent 
any coal being received here. Unless the 
Communists are given as full a share of ether 
peoples property as they demand, then all 
such property should be destroyed ! 

It is insulting to the intelligence of the peo- 
ple of this city who earn their living by their 
labor and care to assume that they share in 
the sentiments of this viciously selfish class 
who follow the ravings of the half-dozen 
demagogues who harangue them. The ab- 
surdity and criminality of the wild social and 
political schemes of these men must be ap- 
parent to every man who reads or thinks, and 
most of the workingmen of this country do 
both.

END OF THE LONG sr 

The expected close of the long strike in 
the Pennsylvania coal regions is now defi- 
nitely announced. The conference between 
President Pasrisn and the strikers has re- 
sulted in the unconditional surrender of the 
latter. This mears that work will be re- 
sumed immediately throughout the entire 
region at the price offered by the owners of 
the mines when the strike first occurred. 
This result has been long anticipated, and 
would have been reached witheut doubt 
months ago if the leading spirits of the 
Miners’ Union had not incited the strikers to 
intimidation and violence. There have been 
enough spasmodic efforts at resumption to 
show that the miners generally had become 
convinced that it was folly to hold 
out any longer. This was apparent to 
every intelligent man the moment it 
became evident, as it did long ago, that the 
owners of the mines could not accede to the 
demands of the strikers without operating 
their mines ata loss. They naturally pre- 
ferred that the mines should remain idle, 
confident that they were in a position to hold 
out longer than a set of men whose families 
were dependent for their daily food upon 
their daily labor. It did not require six 
months of non-production, waste of capital 
and labor, suffering, and cruelty to demon- 
strate it. This was the fault of the reckless 
and improvident leaders who preferred the 
excitements of Molly Maguirism to the 
duty of earning their living by honest work. 

It is now nearly six months since 15,000 
men deliberately abandoned work. Perhaps 
this was justifiable enough if they believed 
that they were not getting adequate 
pay for their ‘services. In the ab- 
sence of authoritative courts or boards 
of arbitration, we do not know 
that differences between capitalists and la- 
borers can be determined in any other way. 
But this right to strike does not include the 
privilege of preventing other men from work- 
ing at whatever wages they choose, and of 
driving them off and killing them off if they 
undertake it. This is what the Pennsylvania 
miners have done, and, if they had not been 
permitted to do it, the strike would have been 
over three months ago. Nor does the right 
to strike justify men in starving and abusing 
their families after it has been clearly de- 
monstrated that their demands are exorbitant 
and will not be granted. To prevent other 
men working at their own rates is a criminal 
interference with their rights; to refuse to 
resume work themselves, after a certain 
point, is cruelty to the women and children 
dependent on the strikers. ‘The loss of capi- 
tal and the. suffering of the strikers may be 
fully appreciated when it is stated that gen- 
eral resumption will give employment to 
15,000 men, who yield to the inevitable only 
when poverty and starvation have forced 
them to do it.

THE WATER-SUPPLY. 

The present summer, cold as it is thus far, 
presents no exception to the rule which has 
prevailed so many years with regard to the 
water-supply. From almost every part of 
the city, more particularly in the residence 
quarter of the South Division, comes the cry, 
“No water.” South of Twelfth street it is 
almost impossible to get water above the 
first floors until late in the evening; which is 
usually the time when water is not needed at 
all. The want of water has grown to be a 


There should be a meter in every house in 
this city, and every householder should be 
made to pay for what he uses. It will be an 
economy in the long run for the Board of 
Public W to do it; it will increase the 
water very materially; and, better 
still, it will e the rights of property- 
holders against the selfishness and reckless- 
ness of a lot of hogs who care nothing for 
their neighbors, Suppose the Gas Company 
should operate as the city does with 
its water, and furnish its gas all over 
the city, putting meters in a few houses and 
charging the remainder of the people a cer- 
tain sum per year, how long would the Gas 
Company be able to do business even at its 
present extortionate rates? It is equally ab- 
surd to suppose that the city can supply suf- 
ficient water with this constant waste in 
houses, stables, and yards going on. It is 
due to the city, and especially to provident 
householders, that the Board of Public 
Works should commence at once placing at 
least 5,000 water-meters in the larger busi- 
ness buildings and principal residences of the 
city, gradually extending them from time to 
time. Every meter would save its cost in a 
year. It would be a saving of money for the 
city and an inestimable blessing to house- 
holders, and it would put a curb on the mean- 
ness and selfishness of those who have no re- 
gard for their neighbors’ rights, because they 
can disregard them without detection, 
ASPHALT PAVEMENTS, 

We referred briefly yesterday to Commis- 
sioner Painpivitix’s ardent conviction that 
asphalt is to be the coming pavement for Chi- 
cago, combining cheapness, durability, and 
comfort.. The criticism we made then was 
that the pavements put down in American 
cities called asphalt are not asphalt, but a 
composition which has proved to be costly 
and perishable; and also that no city could 
afford to import the Swissasphalt in bulk, and 
use it in a crushed, unmixed condition for 
street-pavements. These two circumstances 
indicate pretty certainly that asphalt pave- 
ments will never come into general use in this 
country. But there are also serious objec- 
tions to the genuine asphalt pavement where 
it is laid largely in London and Paris, and to 
some extent in other European cities. 

The European asphalt pavements have been 
laid in two different ways, each of which has 
proved to a large extent objectionable. One 
of them is as hard as adamant and as smooth 
as the ice of a skating-rink. If a series of 
our large sidewalk flag-stones were planed off 
into a perfectly smooth surface and joined 
together underneath with iron fastenings, the 
pavement thus formed would resemble very 
closely the kind of asphalt pavement which 
was laid in London. The horses’ feet came 
down upon it like sledge-hammers upon an 
anvil; thereis no yield or rebound in it; 
horses can secure no foothold, and slide about 
on a declivity in the most helpless manner. 
Accidents from falling became so general in 
London that the horses were provided with 
pads for their knees as some protection ; and, 
finally, several thousand cabmen last summer 
petitioned the authorities to take up the pave- 


ment on streets with an incline. This has 


been done in many instances, and wooden 
pavements laid in the place of the asphalt. 


The other manner of laying asphalt is to 
reduce it to a sort of heavy paste, not unlike 
india-rubber or sole-leather in its consistency 
and rebound. This kind of pavement softens 
under the sun, and is penetrated by the shoe- 
calks of the horses, so that it is quite perish- 
able. Gangs of men are kept constantly at 
work in Paris repairing these pavements, 
notwithstanding the fact that they are laid 
upon streets where few vehicles other than 
carriages and cabs are run over it, and are 
not exposed to anything like the severe 
strains that they would be in large commer- 
cial cities in this country. These pavements 
are likewise slippery, so much so that, after 
washing them, it is necessary to sprinkle 
sand over them to render them safe. It will 
be remembered that, last winter, during the 
severe weather, hundreds of accidents to man 
and beast were reported daily in Paris from 
this cause. 

It must also be taken into account that a 
rough, severe, and changeable climate like 
ours would test the asphalt pavement much 
more severely than the milder and more even 
temperature of Paris and London. It would 
have to be laid in the hardest shape, und it 
would then be much like a short strip of 
pavement now on one of the boulevards lead- 
ing to the South Parks over which it is dan- 
gerous to trot horses; or, if in the other 
form, it would be of the most perishable 
description, and would not bear up under the 
cutting of narrow wheels and of sharp-shod 
animals. In neither case would it have such 
advantages as may be claimed for the asphalt 
pavements of London and Paris, unless the 
bulk of the composition were of genuine 
Swiss asphalt, in which case the pavements 
would be enormously expensive. 

All things considered, the Board of Public 
Works will do better to give its attention to 
possible improvements in wooden pavements. 
The experience of the past has demonstrated 
that the more simply the block pavements 
are laid the better they are. The bed of 
boards and the adjuncts of strips and tar 


pavements ought to be made more 
hereafter; and, if white oak or hemlock be 
used, the probability is that they will be 
much more durable than pine. There is no 
question about their being more delightful 
in every respect than any other kind of street- 
They can probably be laid in 
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to be in old age supported | on the taxes paid 
by the other classes. The cause of this 


striking difference can be summed up in one

THE SOCIAL CONDITION OF THE SOUTH. 

Our Southern correspondent, in his letter 
from Georgia, printed in Tun Trrecns of 
Monday last, presents séme facts relative to 
the negro in respect to education, and to the 
whites with regard to labor, which have an 
important bearing upon the social condition 
of the South, and illustrate the arguments 
which have already been made in Tus Tar- 
uns as to the folly of the South in oppasing 
the education of the masses of the people. 
Our correspondent visited the colored college 
at Atlanta. He found negro youths making 
clever translations of the Greek from Homznr’s 
Odyssey, and students who showed remarka- 
ble attainments in mathematics and the other 
sciences belonging to the ordinary college 
curriculum ; but he also found that the Demo- 
crats had exhibited bitter hostility towards 
appropriations for this college, and that it is 
only their powerful regard for the colored 
vote that has kept its doorsopen. He found, 
also, that the women who teach in it are so- 
cially’ ostracized, because they are “ nig- 
ger school-teachers.” Outside of this par- 
ticular college, no adequate provision 
has been made for school purposes 
in this, the Empire State of the South. For 
the education of a population, between the 
ages of 6 and 18, of 218,733 whites and 175,- 
804 blacks, an appropriation of only $180,000, 
or 45 cents per head, is made, and the result 
is that only one-fourth of the children of 
these races have opportunities for primary 
education. 80 far as the white population 
can make votes out of the negro and the 
poor white, they will favor their education, 
and no farther. Their constant protestation 
is: Educate the negro and he will not work. 
Accordingly, they keep him ill-fed, half-clad, 
and badly housed. They strip him of the 
fruits of his labor, make it impossible for 
him to support himself and his family com- 
fortably, and then keep up a continual out- 
ery about his idleness. Upon this point our 
correspondent says : 

The common cry about the fnegro’s idieness is 
simply the excuse that occurs toa people who are not 
disposed to work, and bold that to do so would reduce 
them to “a level” with the negro, for the impover- 
ished condition of the country, because they (the white 
population), as a body, are mere dis consumers, The 
negroes work as wellas men can. Not only do the 
men work, but the women and children as well,—per- 
haps only because they have to. At any rate, I have 
seen hundreds of women, girls, and mere children, at 
work in the cotton-fields, and have seen plenty of them 
plowing and hoeing as late as half-past 7 o’clock in the 
evening. And, except m Arkansas, in thousands of 
miles of travel through the plantation country, I 
havn't seen, all told, more than d dosen while men 
working in the fields.

He is 
denied education upon the thin pretense that 
if he is educated he will not work so much. 
The aristocratic portion of the whites are 
hostile to his education, and the whole white 
race, refusing itself to work, finds continual 
fault with him, the only worker, for idleness ! 
It is the insensate clamor of lazy, shiftless, 
domineering caste against the weaker race,—a 
faction which crushes the blacks and makes 
mendicants out of ne poor whites, from its 
fear that education will elevate them so that 
they won't work. So long as these relations 
exist, the case of the South is not flattering 
nor its future hopeful. 

The whites must take their hands out of 
their pockets and put them on the hoe and 
the plow if they wish prosperity in their ge- 
‘tion of the Union. They should set the 
blacks an example of industry, and then we 
shall hear no more of idle negroes. It does 
not stand to reason that the whites and 
blacks can both live off the labor of the latter 
and become rich very fast.

Thas, Mr. Lovzrt can print 
American books on the same terms as American 
publishers, and can pirate English books and ship 
them back to Canada as if he were tothe man- 
per born. English authors are protected against 
Canadian publishers by an Imperial Copyright 
law; bat the only protection they have against 
American publishers is in the shape of 
a tax of 124% per cent levied on 
the Canadian frontier, which an 0 
comphshed and succesfal pirate can weil 
afford to pay. Mr. Lovert has avowedly gone 
to Rouse’s Point to carry on the business of 
printing English books on American soi) for the 
Canadian market. It is perfectly apparent that 
he can hope for no other business of sufficient 
consequence to maintain 100 workmen and meet 
all the expenses of a complete and expensive 
printiag establishment. In view of all the cir- 
cumstances, the Montreal Gazette suggests that 
Canadian publishers be placed on the same foot- 
lug in this respect with those of America; and 
that English sathors relinquish all copyright 
privileges in conatderation of a royalty of 12 per 
cent on all sales. This new development of the 
trade on Rouse’s Point may induce a respect ful 
consideration of a proposition which has hereto- 
fore been received with intense scorn and indig- 
nation by ali Englishmen.

Washington Developments. 
NO DEFINITE CONGLUSION REACHED. 
Specral Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuinoron, D. O., June 15.—Congressman 
Caulfield has left the city. He states that if the

SOME MORE CRACKS: OPENING. 

As far as regards any motion of men at work, 
or progress of building, it may truthfully be 
said that there is nothing going on at the new 
Goverpment building, but nevertbeless the won- 
derful structure has, within a few days, showa 
new capacities for change not before thought of.

On the west, or Clark street, front of the build- 
ing there are large numbers of places which pre- 
sent evidences of miscellaneous settling by the 
piers. Joint after joint on this front has spread 
open so as to let the mortar drop out, and, 
though the cracks are not very wide, they are 
quite perceptible and are growing every day. It 
seems clear that, if the basement cannot sustain 
a little more than its own weight, it would be 
folly to put any superstructure on it.

, RELEASE OF TWEED. 

Arzany, N. Y., June 15.—The State Court of 
Appeals bas unanimously reversed the judgment 
of the Supreme Court in the case of William . 
Tweed, and bas ordered his discharge. Toe 
Judges hold that the writ of habeas corpus bas 
always been conajrued in favor of, and pot 
against, the liberty of the subject and citizen, 
and the reading must be the same whether the 
benefit of it is invoked by the purest and best 
citizen of the State or the greatest sinner and 
the one most worthy of condign punishmect. The 
law is po respecter of persons, aud suffers no 
man. be guilty or innocent, to be deprived of his 
liberty except by due process of law, and the 
writ of habeas corpus is as available even to the 
guilty or he whom the popular voice would con- 
demn, as it bas proved against commitment by 
the King in council. Oo eumulative sentences, 
the Judges state: “No warrant can be 
found for cumulative puniahment upon & con- 
viction of several Offenses charged in & 
single indictment, the aggregate 22 ex- 

ing that prescribed by law for the e of 
offenses charged. The rule, as claimed by im- 
plication, calls for a single judgment for all the 
offeoses charged in the indictment, and of which 
accused is convicted. If it requires that offenses 
oined aball be of the same grade and subject to 

e same punishment, that is not punishment of 
the same k. but the same in degree. 

Nuw Yorx, June 15.— The news that the Court 
of Appeals had finally decidedin favor of Tweed, 
and ordered his release from the Penitentiary, 
circulated to-day through the city with great 
rapidity, and for the time takes precedence of 
the Beecher trial. Sheriff Conner has taken 
every precaution to secure the arrest of 
Tweed immediately upon his discharge. Deputy 
Sheriff Magonigie, furnished with an order of 
arrest in civil suits, has been stationed on 
Blackwell's Island for several days, and will ar- 
rest the ex-lammany Chief before he has long 
enjoyed his newly-found liberty. Unless he is 
provided with securities to the amount of $3,- 
000,000, he will be taken to the Ludlow Street 
Jail, and even if he could supply the amount of 
bail, it is understood he would again be taken 
into custody on another suit in which an equal 
amount of security would be demanded. The 
order of arrest in the civil suite is signed by 
Juage Davis, who was the presiding Judge at 
Tweed's trial. 

ROBBERY AT INDIANAPOLIS.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE UNSEEN PAPER. 

A motion was made to dissolve the injunction 
granted May 25 in favor of the Courier Company 
against W. E. Webb, O. 8. Lymaa, and R. J. 
Smith, to restrain them from interfering with 
the Courier’s business. The bili set out that 
Horace R. Hobart, H. C. Sanborn, H. L. Ensign, 
J. R. Willett, and R. J. Percy had been lawfully 
elected Directors of the Company by a majority 
of the votes of the stockholders, but that the de- 
fendants, claiming also to be Directors, were at- 
tempting to take the control of the paper, and 
manage it in their mterest, which complamants 
thought would cause its financial death. They 
therefore asked for an injunction, which was 
ted. 

To this the defendants filed an answer, setting 
up that a meeting for the election of Directors 
was held May 22, as charged; that the whole 
stock was $30;000, divided into 1,500 shares, 
giving 7,500 votes. Of the whole number, the 
defendants held either in their own right or by 
proxy 575 shares, or 2,875 votes, and, by a judi- 
cious system of cumulative voting, or voting 
for themselves and each other, they — to 
get a majority of votes.

ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 
THAT COIN. 

The Chicago Academy of Sciences met yester- 
day evening in its hall, No. 263 Wabash avenue, 
President Johnson in the chair. 

Mr. Blatchford made some remarks respecting 
a coin which had been discussed at the March 
meeting of the Academy. It bad been sent on 
to the assay department of the Philadelphia 
Mint.

It had been examined 
by the American Phi Society, at their 
meeting Dec. 1, 1871. be — Py were 
covied into the April, 1872, namber of the Amer- 
ican Journal of Numismatics, with an engrav- 
ing.

THE EXPEDITION TO FLORIDA 
organized under the auspices of the Chicago 
Academy of Sciences for the purpose of making 
scientific investigations and collections in 
Natural History. The persous in the party were 
J. W. Velie, Dr. J. J. Brown, and W. W. Calkins. 
They left Chicago Jan. 16, and Jan. 20 sailed 
from New Orleans to Key West, arriving 
Jan. 25. Jan. 27, tue expedition, havin 
chartered a schooner of 8 tons, sai 
to the Marquesas Keys, where the party 
spent three days collecting. They secured 1 
mens of two species of sharks, one saw-fisb, 
sting rays, gars, and other marine animals and 
shells. Having lost their harpoons, the party 
returned to Key West, leaving there Feb. 1 for 
the Tortugas, arriving the next day. A number 
of days were spent in collecting, many 
specimens being obtained. Feb. 17, the expedi- 
tion sailed from Key West for the main land by 
the Gulf passage, stopping at a number of keys 
on the way. A porpoise was captured after a 
struggle of two and a half hours. Feb. 22, the 
expedition started back for Key West, arriving 
there the next day. Feb. 24, a cruise was taken 
to the Marquesas, to compiete as far as possible 
the collection of fishes. Iwo sharks, two sting 
rays, and several cat-tish, were caught. 
The expedition returned to Key West Feb. 27, 
and from that date to March 5 the time was oo- 
cupied in one ae shipping to the Academ 
the collections. arch 29, the expedition sai 
for Punta Rasa on the schooner R. E. 
Lee. March 30, a very large devil-fish was har- 
pooned, bat, after struggling a long time, and 
after another harpoon nad been planted in the 
fish, it finally broke away, both of the irons fail- 
ing to hold. During this trip a number of devil- 
fish were harpooned, but escaped. A number of 
other places were visited and large collections 
made. The expedition closed April 19. 

A large number of the specimens, including 
many remarkable shells, bird-eggs, and rare 
species of birds, were spread on a platform at 
the head of the room.

Mrs. Eva Richards Makes an 
Effort to Kill Herself. 


And Selects a Crowded Street as the 
Scene of Operations. 


The Reasons for Her Attempt. 


People who happened to be near the Clark 
street entrance of the Grand Pacific Hotel about 


2:30 o’cloek yesterday afternoon were startled . 


by the sharp report of a pistol, which came from 
a buggy just driven up to the door, and in 4 
moment afterward two men were lifting the 
prostrate form of a finely-dressed and handsome 
lady from the vehicle. Of course the singular 
sensation caused a crowd to gather in a very few 
minutes, and Chief Detective Dixon and several 
other officers connected with the Central Police 
Station, which is but a few steps from the scene 
ofthe shooting, were quickly on hand, and, with- 
out stopping to find out the cause of the strange 
act, had the woman taken into Supt. Rehm's pri- 
vate room and attended. Dr. McVickar was on 
hand, and discovered a bullet wound in the left 
side. He applied restoratives, and the sufferer 
was made as comfortable as possible under the 
circumstances. 

It was some time before an explanation of the 
matter could be obtained. and after the excite- 
ment had partially subsided the following de-

SINGULAR AND SENSATIONAL ATTEMPT 
at suicide—for such it was—were given by the 
parties concerped :

It certainly was in the later BDrehons, 
the lecturer came to che conclusion that the 
Druids, who before the Christianization of Ire- 
land were both prfésts and lawers, were after 
that event lawyers only ; and that the order did 
not become extinct, but retained its individuality 
and character in so far as they were not in con- 
flict with Christianity. 

Spenser, the Eugush who was a witness 
of the workings of the u law, had spoken 
of them as having often a great show of 
equity.“ —but had also remarked that in many 
things they were opposed both to God's laws and 
man s. Sir John Davis bad called them a led 
institution.” Sir Henry Sumner Maine, autbor 
of ‘‘Ancient Law,“ however, says of them: „1 
am pot afraid to antic pate that there will some 
day be more hesitation in repeating the invective 
of Spenser, when it m once clearly under- 
stood that the lewd institutions of the 
Irish were virtually the same institutions out 
of which the law of England grew.” 
The foundation of all European law, the leo- 
turer remarked, was the same. Their blood. 
their language, and their law, came to them from 
their common ancestor—the 
Hence, as Sir Henry Sumner Maine had pointed 
out, there were striking analogies between the 
early Roman law, the Brehon law, and the laws 
and customs of the Hindoos. Here the lecturer

istress, and showed how it was identical 
with the captio. of the Roman 
law mentioned by Gains, and with a sim- 
ilar procedure mentioned by Plato in 
his book of laws, aleo with the dharna of the 
Hindoos. Of the Brehon law of distress Sir 
Henry Maine remarked as follows: “The very 
existence in ancient Ireland of the law thus 
summarized (the law of distress) is almost 
enough by itself to destroy those reckless theo- 
ries of race which asserts an original, inberent 
difference of idea and usage between Teuton 
aod Celt. The Irish law of distress is 
obviously, in all essential 
old German system. It bears on its 
face, a strong resemblance to the corresponding 
brauch of our common law.” 

The lecturer could not enter into the detail of 
the several heads of ancient Irish law, and satis- 
fied himself with stating some of them. The
